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New Products in 1948 


Every new product offers new opportunities for increased sales; 


here’s information on several dozen of interest to distributors. 





Last SEPTEMBER, in INDUSTRIAL 
DISTRIBUTION’S “Sales Guide 
Issue,” your editors set out to describe 
the distributor’s salesman, discover 
who he was and how he worked, and 
publish their findings, to the greater 
benefit of all concerned—salesman, 
distributor and manufacturer. 

The search developed much that 
was of interest and value, and among 
the facts emphasized again and again 
throughout the report was the im- 
portance of new products, all around, 
in the salesman’s daily routine. 

First, there was his own initial in- 
terest, as expressed in the figure that 
fully half of all industrial salesmen 
rely on a new product to open the door 
to the manufacturer’s plant area. 

Then there was the interest shown 
by manufacturers themselves, as_re- 
flected in the conversations overheard 


between a crackerjack salesman and 
his customer; and in the round table 
discussion by representative purchas- 
ing agents on the sales-ability of the 
men who called on them. 

New products were prominent, too, 
in the reports by salesmen on how they 
used the various selling tools con- 
tributed by the distributor and the 
manufacturer. 

No salesman, nor a distributor, nor 
the manufacturer himself, can read 
that report and escape the inference 
that new products bulk large in indus- 
trial salesmanship. 


A NEW SIGNIFICANCE 


New products today have a new 
significance in the minds of manufac- 
turers which makes each of them an 
interested prospect. Costs are climb- 


ing—not fast, but with a disconcert 
ing steadiness. His labor is expensive, 
his materials are expensive, his officc 
wage bill is up, his taxes are high—in 
fact, in almost every area of his many 
production, merchandising and ad- 
ministrative activities he is paying 
more and faring no better—in every 
area, that is, but one. That area is 
equipment. 

He can do something about the 
machines and tools that build his prod- 
ucts along the production line, and 
do something, too, about the equip- 
ment he uses around the shop to keep 
that line on the move and turning 
out his articles at an accelerating rate. 
He can buy better machines and tools 
to do a better production job; and that 
brings him to the distributor sales- 
man’s front door as a potential cus- 
tomer for new products. 





MATERIALS HANDLING EQUIPMENT 





IN ANY TIMES, good or bad, materials 
handling is a problem. The problem 
becomes acute however when, as 
now, manufacturers begin to approach 
the “break even point” in their opera- 
tions. 

It becomes essential at such times 
to examine every means of cutting 
costs. Materials handling certainly is 
one of the items of large expense that 
must undergo review for it appears in 
every. manufacturer’s books as “pure 
overhead.” And at what better place 
can he begin his cost-cutting campaign 
than by the modernization, or the 
outright replacement, of the probably 
obsolete tools he uses to move his ma- 
terials around, “in plant.” 

He can accomplish many things 
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thereby; he can cut the cost of the 
item itself; he can speed up the pro- 
duction line; and he actually can in- 
crease his rate of production by having 
materials promptly “on hand” when 
and where they are most needed. 

Manufacturers of materials han- 
dling equipment have been quick to 
recognize their large opportunities—if 
one may judge by the number alone 
of new products of this type brought 
out during the last year. Hoists, lift 
trucks, jacks, wire rope—in fact, al- 
most every materials handling tool 
stocked by distributors has received 
their attention. Following are several 
introduced in recent months, together 
with their characteristics and specifica- 
tions.

PRopUCTION LINES have been speeded 
up during the last 12 months; manu- 
facturers in several lines have begun 
to overtake demand. Undoubtedly, a 
large factor in their increased output 
has been the adoption of electric and 
air. power tools; tools capable of sev- 
eral times the capacity of conventional 
hand types, tools that have meant 
greater output at less cost in wear on 
the machine and the worker.

ABRASIVES, MACHINES AND TOOLS 





SOME YEARS AGO an enterprising man- 
ufacturer decided that there was a 
world of difference in “kettles”— 
judging by the products on the mar- 
ket. Though, for instance, both the 
housewife’s tea kettle and a plumber’s 
soldering kettle had something in com- 
mon in the fact that both were used 
for heating substances, their appear- 
ance, after they were used, was some- 
thing else again. The plumber’s ket- 
tle was purely a utility piece—and it 
looked it. The housewife’s kettle, 
though, was as decorative as it was 
utilitarian. And the treatment each 
got at the hands of the user was proof 
of the different kinds of pudding 
cooked up in each. 

That may not have been the first 
time someone began to talk about 
“fine finishes,” but the finish on the 
housewife’s kettle certainly has been 
the subject of considerable conversa- 
tion and experiment since that time— 
particularly in the field of abrasives. 

For more and more manufacturers 
are becoming finish-conscious; more 
and more importance is being attached 
to that last machining flourish man- 
ufacturers put on their product handi- 
works. And more manufacturers are 
relying on abrasives for indirect uses, 
like keeping sharp the expensive tools 
responsible for their fine finishes. All 
of this interest naturally means more 
sales for the distributor of sanders, 
polishers, grinding wheels, grinders, 
and the like. 

Manufacturers of abrasives and abra- 
sive tools have introduced products 
this past year that were aimed at meet- 
ing the demand from both kinds of 
markets. Three new bench grinders, 
for instance, may be used for both 
the light grinding of parts and for 
sharpening tools. ‘Two sanders, one of 
them extremely light, have had fea- 
tures added to increase their useful- 
ness; and a new bond is said to in- 
crease the “life” of a resinoid-bonded 
wheel ten times over.

Few propucts of a revolutionary na- 
ture ever are introduced in the cate- 
gory of safety, maintenance or fire- 
fighting equipment—but then, that’s 
in the nature of things. The oppor- 
tunities for sales of this kind of equip- 
ment are so many, and the number of 
products consumed by industry each 
year are so great, most manufacturers 
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are content when they can keep a 
little ahead of their market, improving 
where they can; redesigning a piece of 
equipment as experience in the field 
warrants remodeling. 

Nevertheless, safety, maintenance 
and fire-fighting devices have included, 
this year, several new products of spe- 
cific interest for distributors.
